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Car pool system brings responses 


The new student car pool sys¬ 
tem has brought immediate re¬ 
sponses. 

Already students are signing 
for carpooling for the remaind¬ 
er of the semester, next summer 
and next school year, says one 
of the three faculty sponsors. 

Mrs. Louise Echols, secre¬ 
tary of the Student Affairs Of¬ 
fice, says two cars from the 
Athens area are available and 
one from Jacksonville. 


Faculty sponsors assisting 
are Mrs. Eva Saunders, dean of 
women, and Mrs. Clare Heaton, 
director of student activities. 

Athens drivers want riders 
for the remainder of the semest¬ 
er, the second summer session 
and ’74-75 spring semester. 

Both are on Texas Power and 
Light Company scholarships. 
“They work one semester and 
attend TJC the second,” says 
Mrs. Echols. 


Quoting the drivers, Mrs. 
Echols says they hoped to find 
riders this semester in the Ath¬ 
ens area because “it would cer¬ 
tainly help all of us if we could 
bring our cars every fourth 
• week.” 

The Jacksonville driver would 
like riders or car poolers the 
remainder of the semester and 
also for next fall and spring 
semesters. 


The computer card of today 
is the computer card of tomor¬ 
row for computer programmer 
Merrill Cantrell. 

His department’s computer 
card and printout life expectancy 
is lengthened through his re¬ 
cycling program. 

And Cantrell says the center 
has been quietly sending paper 
for recycling for more than a 
year. 

The center saves all scraps 
of computer paper--used com¬ 
puter sheets and computer cards. 

Recyclers pay one cent a 
pound for computer cards and 
one-half cent for maniford com¬ 
puter paper. 

AC Delivery Service of Ty¬ 
ler picks up 1,000-15,000 pounds 
every two or three months for a 
Dallas recycling firm. 

Cantrell sees his role in re¬ 
using paper as more “service 
than a moneymaking project.” 

He says it helps prevent pol¬ 
lution, cuts down on janitorial 
service and indirectly saves 
trees “although paper shortage 
isn’t a matter of tree shortage,” 
he said. 

Neither is the energy crisis 
directly affecting paper shortage 
now, he said. Pollution prevent - 
atives are responsible for paper 
shortages. 

Cantrell says newspaper 
companies have invested a tre¬ 
mendous amount of money for 
pollution control. This invest¬ 
ment has left them little capital 
for increased production. 

The computer center and its 
electronic data processing stu¬ 
dents invite the faculty to join 
them--they could carry their 
print-outs and computer cards to 


the computer classroom T201 at 
the end of each semester. 

“Every little card or piece of 
computer paper helps,” Cantrell 
remarked. 

His students, collect the cards 
and paper in boxes but Cantrell 
sees bigger problems with other 
kinds of paper that will be more 
unwieldy to handle. 

He says the center is dis¬ 
cussing the possibility of re¬ 
cycling through the new Tyler 
firm--Broward - Young Paper 
Corporation, but they are pres¬ 
ently continuing through the firm 
they began with. 

He sees advantages and dis¬ 
advantages with both companies. 

Some absences 
due to virus 
says registrar 

Virus infection is responsible 
for some absences but it hasn’t 
got out of hand, according to 
Registrar Kenneth Lewis. 

“Reports show no heavy in¬ 
crease in absences,” says Lew¬ 
is. 

College nurse Mrs. Vivian 
Young finds the same minor trend 
in absences from a virus in¬ 
fection. 

According to Mrs. Young, “A 
few have come and those who have 
it are miserable.” 

She sends them to family phy¬ 
sicians if students live in Tyler. 
Mrs. Young gets parents’ con¬ 
sent to refer out-of-town students 
to a Tyler physician.

Actors, stage crew to create 'mood for tragedy' in 'Medea'

Creating the “mood for trag¬ 
edy” is the goal of actofs, cos¬ 
tumers and set designers for 
“Medea.” 

The speech and drama de¬ 
partment production opens at 7:30 
p.m. Thursday and runs nightly 
through Saturday in Wise Audi¬ 
torium. 

Leading characters are 
“challenged by the fast emotional 
transitions, ’ ’ according to sopho - 
mores Lori Bardwell as Medea 
and Tom Langus as Jason. 

Medea’s extreme emotional¬ 
ism has been her challenge. She 
says “it’s because my emotions 
are more in control than hers-- 
especially to be able to do such a 
thing as to kill a bride--and the 
children!” 

And she jokes about the cast 
having a noose back stage--“they 
threaten to hang me after the 
final curtain.” 

She will be costumed in black 
“as the right psychological col¬ 
or,” according to Mrs. Jacque 
Shackelford, costume designer. 

Langus says playing Jason “is 
a special experience because my 
grandfather came from Greece.” 

A lot of Euripedes’ philosophy 
in the play reminds him of the 
philosophy he was exposed to as 
a child. 

“In a way, it's like living in 
the time of my ancestors.” 

“Jason must look war-like,” 
Mrs. Shackelford says. So she 
tries to project the feeling of ad¬ 
venture with leather for his cos¬ 
tume. 

The set will also enhance the - 
tragic mood. Head of set design 
Clarence Strickland is working to 
create a vast technical stage 
that reflects a mood of ancient 
Greece. 


His stage craft class painted 
ground cloths for a platform cov¬ 
ering to create a stone effect. 

Strickland said the focal point 
is the “massive door to Medea’s 
house.” Tedious work has gone 
into the construction of the bas- 
relief panels on the door. 

Strickland explained each 
panel resembles a three-dimen¬ 
sional picture. “Figures on the 


panels are made from sculptor’s 
plaster--glued to the door, then 
gold-leafed,” he said. 

Costumers have also done 
“tedious work,” Mrs. Shackel¬ 
ford said. 

“Medea’s costume has to 
show she’s not like other wo¬ 
men,” she said. “She is bar¬ 
baric.” 

Leopard skins around her 


neck as her mantle “relate Me¬ 
dea’s barbarianism and her snake 
belt denotes the the feeling of 
encroaching evil.” 

She said “Medea” was done 
in the 1700’s with hoop skirts 
and wigs. “Today’s audience is 
more educated so we try to be 
authentic to the last detail.” 

But she said finding fabric 
for the enchanted golden cloak, 


crown and rings was difficult 
because of a shortage of brocade 
and metallic material. These 
“golden things” turn to fire when 
Jason’s wife puts them on. 

Most difficult part of the 
script for Miss Bardwell is Me¬ 
dea’s quick change of emotion in 
the middle of a speech--“one 
minute she simply wants to die--

Recycling paper 
helps ecology 


Twenty-five students have set an example for 4,000 
others and 200 faculty. 

They don’t use wastebaskets. 

Instead they stack and bundle all scraps of used 
computer paper to send out for recycling. 

Electronic data processing students collect com¬ 
puter paper from the registrar’s office and other 
campus offices for recycling. 

Other students could begin a similar project. They 
can save newspapers and ask organizations to sponsor 
drives to collect them for recycling. 

A possible club project is a save-up campaign 
of newspapers that would also make a little money. 

Clubs would want to check bundling procedures 
with the new recycling plant in Tyler. They could 
expect to do leg work--calling, collecting and bundling. 
It would also require storage space. 

Their proceeds might not net a trip to Padre Island 
but profit isn’t the idea. 

Paper collection projects would help the environ¬ 
ment. Reusing paper products means less garbage at 
the dump grounds and less pollution. 

Keeping paper in circulation also assures paper 
manufacturers more trees for future use. 

And clubs would make a minimal profit .from the 
service project. 

Added to all these benefits, it’s one project that 
doesn’t require cash donations. 


Judges enjoy 
lifetime jobs 

Federal judges are the only members of the 
American governmental system who enjoy the peculiar 
advantage of holding office for life. 

They are also among the relatively few who are 
appointed by the President. 

The Texas Committee is working for a proposal to 
the U. S. Constitution to change both of these advant¬ 
ages. 

The committee wants federal judges to serve six- 
year rather than life terms. They also want state 
legislatures to appoint these judges. 

Federal judges have a life-time advantage that no 
other government official holds. 

A federal judge can be as old as 90 and still have 
the power to totter to his chair and rule on national 
matters. 

Neither do judges have to worry about public opinion 
because they don’t have to run for election every four 
or six years. 

Therefore, in this dictatorial type system, what they 
decide goes. 

And often, state officials come under domination 
of the federal courts. 

Under this domination, legislators and governors 
serve as state employees to be directed by federal 
agencies and courts. 

As an example, last August a U. S. federal judge 
issued a court order for management of Texas training 
schools for juvenile delinquents at Gatesville. 

The court order, posted for inmates to see, under¬ 
mined the authority of school employees and officials. 

In September the inmates at Gatesville State School 
for Boys went on a destructive rampage. A fire broke 
out destroying part of the school’s vocational training 
center. 

The governor delayed rounding up escaped in¬ 
mates- -some guilty of capital offenses - - until he confer¬ 
red with the federal judge regarding force in handling 
the escapees. 

This delay could have been deadly. Escaped inmates 
could have harmed citizens while the governor waited 
to get instructions from the federal judge. 

If the state legislatures could appoint federal judges, 
it would give state officials freedom to carry out their 
constitutional duties, as well as ending the only dicta¬ 
torial political office in U..S. government. 

Thomas Jefferson once said it was “unthinkable to 
appoint judges to power for life, answering to no one.’’ 

Nearly 200 years later, he is still right.
